Cafeteria rated ‘clean’ after 
Health Department inspection

The Health Department failed 
to find much wrong during a re- 
cent inspection of the Student 
Center cafeteria. 

The inspector who looked at 
the cafeteria with some AS 
Council members, placed it in 
the top 10 per cent of all res- 
taurants on the Peninsula. The 
most serious item in his report 
was failure to keep the lid on 
a dumpster closed. 

The inspection was ordered 
following the Szabo hearing last 
March. At the hearing stu- 
dents complained about a dir- 
ty cafeteria, greasy grills and 
poor quality of food. 

Since that time Szabo, the food 


service which operates the cafe- 
teria, has taken steps to im- 
prove quality, variety and ser- 
vice, 

They have started a Salad bar 
which offers the customer 
croutons, garbonzo beans and 
other garnishes to go with a 
salad. The five cent coffee 
re-fill during limited hours has 
also been instituted along with 
an attempt to cut lines with 
use of a third cash register. 
According to cafeteria mana- 
ger Alan Graupner, the coffee 
re-fill system is working very 
well and will continue the rest 
of the semester. Graupner al- 
so said there will be no more 
price increases this semester. 
But he pointed out that should 


Szabo get the cafeteria con- 
tract for next year, prices will 
go up in some areas, 


Szabo has given notice that 


its contract with MPC expires 
at the end of this semester. 
Other companies have been in- 
vited to submit bids for the con- 
tract. 

The College Center Committee, 
which is made up of adminis- 
trators, council members and 
other students, will review all 
bids submitted and pick three 
to be presented to the AS Coun- 
cil for a final selection. 


Today is the last day for fil- 
ing bids according to Ed Norris 
director of studentactivities, the 
Council should make its choice 
late this month or early June. 
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MPC Council receives 
Omoto resignation

ASMPC President Marty Omoto 
submitted a resignation to mem- 
bers of the student council and 
administration last Wednesday 
following a meeting of the Jus- 
tice Department. 

Omoto stated that ‘‘,,.under the 
circumstances I was operating 
under as President, I found it 
virtually impossible to act ef- 
fectively and responsibly.’’ 

Throughout his administration 
Omoto claims to have been con- 
tinuously plauged by the absence 
of a large percentage of all 
council members and cabinet

members at scheduled meetings. 
He also cited appointed com- 
missioners for failing to meet 
with responsibilities concerning 
campus activities. 

Another reason given for the 


resignation was that Omoto felt 


himself ‘‘,.,.partly to blame for 
the ineffectiveness of the stu- 
dent government...’’ of which he 
has served as president for both 
the Fall and Spring semesters. 

ASMPC Vice President Mark 
Pappas was appointed as Acting 
President, becoming effective on 
Wednesday, May 1, and will as- 
sume all of Omoto’s responsi- 
bilities.

Justice Department rules 


against Omoto actions 


The ASMPC Justice Depart- 
ment ruled two actions by the 
Omoto administration unconsti- 
tutional in a recent meeting. 

Under the contitution, the coun- 
cil musthave the Justice Depart- 
ment’s approval of the new 
budget before monies can be ap- 
propriated. Their approval was 
not obtained. Therefore, the 
budget was unconstitutional. 


The Justices (Michael Gardner 


and Dan Taketa) then approved. 


the budget and gave the council 


two weeks. to re-approve it. All 


monies under the budget could 
be spent up to that date. 

‘The department proceeded to 
rule that two special emergency 
meetings held by the council 
were unconstitutional due to the 


failure of President Omoto to. 


get approval of the Justice De- 
partment to hold them. 


Scholarships, 
students get 
nearly $6,000 


MPC students Alfreda Johnson, 
Walter Stroman and Jeff 
Gershoff have received schol- 
areships fotaling nearly $5,600. 


Johnson, a psychology‘major, 


who has served as director of 
the Human Educational Develop- 
ment Program, was awarded a 
$2,400 scholarship from the 
College Entrance Examination 
Board for Sonoma State College. 
Stroman, also awarded $2,400 
from the CFEB, is an admin- 
istration of justice major and 
will be transfering to the Univ- 
ersity of California in Santa 
Cruz | 
' Gershoff, a philosophy major, 
will be using his $800 scholar- 
ship from the University of 
California Scholarship Prog- 
ram, at the University at Santa 
Cruz. 


Because of this ruling many 
appropriations were unconstitu- 
tional and Jeff Akard’s appoint- 
ment to the council was uncons- 
titutional. Since Akard’s ap- 
pointment was ruled unconstitu- 
tional, all action taken by the 
council when he completed the 
quorum was unconstitutional. 
Following the ruling, President 
Omoto promptly resigned. 

The Justices then called a re- 
cess to discuss the consequences 
of the ruling. When the session 
was resumed, Taketa and Gard- 
ner announced that they had 
decided to reverse their ear- 
lier decision. 

The third member, William 
Thomas, was notpresent. There 
was some question of his status 
aS a member of the department. 
Taketa and Gardenr ruled that 


‘Thomas was member and would 


finish his term.

I am a gay on the Monterey 
Peninsula College campus who 
is still in the closet. I have 
wanted to ‘‘come out,’’ but until 
recently have been afraid of 
being judged and made fun of, 
My life has been similar to that: 
of many gays, furtive and 
frightened and wanting to be 
accepted for my humanness, not 
my sexuality. But still I have 
not wanted to deny what I have 
come to learn, through much 
painful self-exploration, I am. 
That is the dilemma, to be 
myself. Until I saw Marty 
Warner’s vicious, juvenile, 
1950’s with its cruel, caricature 
of “bull dykes’, era cartoon 
in the last issue of your paper 
I thought that the days of bait- 
ing homosexuals was over. I 
thought the social climate on the 
Peninsula, and especially at 
MPC, would allow me the free- 
dom from having my sexual iden- 
tity made the object of ridicule 
the way Jews had their religious 
identity ridiculed during the pre- 
war Nazi years. Now I know. 
I once again could be the object 
of nasty sexual prejudice.

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Five MPC instructors publish new books

When they’re not in the class- 
room, they’re editing and writing 
texts. Five MPC instructors 
play a dual role, as teacher- 
authors, trying to relate the 
contemporary mood to today’s 
student. 

‘‘The Rhetoric of NO,’’ edited 
by Ray Fabrizio, Edith Karas 
and Ruth Menmuir, is now in 
its second edition. The first 
edition of ‘‘The Rhetoric of NO”’ 
was usedinover 300 universities 
and colleges including Ohio State 
and MIT. 

‘‘NO”’ is an anthology of dis- 
senting pieces from Socrates 
and Jesus, thru Ramsey Clark 
and Dick Gregory, in which the 
author is protesting against the 
unexamined views of popularly 
held positions. 

Fabrizio, the main editor of 
‘“‘NO,’’ contends, ‘‘The reason 
for the success of NO is the 
quality of material accepted ra- 
ther than the emotional appeal. 
It’s the most controversial com- 
position text in the country, but 
controversy did not make it. 
NO is academically solid--it 
had a shock effect.’’ 

The second edition of ‘‘NO”’ 
has been updated and revised 
according to the changing mood 
from the 60’s to the 70’s. 
Composed of all essays, ‘‘NO”’ 
deals with ethics, society, philo- 
sophy and politics. 

Edith Karas, co-editor with 
Fabrizio and Menmuir, com- 
mented, ‘‘We wanted to write 
a book on controversy, but had 
difficulty because everything we 
liked was dissenting. The best 
well written articles were all 
saying, no.” 

After Fabrizio, Karas and Men- 
muir edited ‘‘NO,” their pub- 
lishers asked for a work of 
affirmation. They again teamed 
together to produce ‘‘The Rhe- 
toric of Yes,’’ which they hope 
will go into its second edition 
in 1975. According to Fabrizio, 
‘VES’? was not as popular as 
‘“NO,’’ but it’s becoming more 
successful. 

‘The Rhetoric of Yes’ is a 
book of affirming values celeb- 
rating life ranging from tragic 
affirmation through humor, with 
themes such as: social res- 
ponsibility, integrity, nature and 
human dignity. 

Asked why they didn’t produce 
a Pro and Con book, Menmuir 
stated, ‘‘We wrote all ‘No,’ 
instead of a Pro and Con type

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book because we would have to 
eliminate some good works, 
which we wanted. ‘No’ bycrying 
out against was also affirming 
something. The revised edition 
of ‘NO’ reflects the ‘no mood,’ 
which is coming back with 
Watergate and Women’s Lib.”’ 


Dr. Sullens 


‘“‘The Inquiring Reader,”’ edited 
by Dr. Idelle Sullens with the 
help of Ray Fabrizio and Edith 
Karas, is also going into its 
second edition. The first edition 
of the book sold over 50,000 
in five years. Sullens edited 
‘Whole Idea Catalog,’’ which 
is a similar anthology. 

Sullens gives the reason for 
writing the book, saying, ‘‘There 
is a Staleness in most material 
published for freshmen courses. 
I wanted the satisfaction of 
knowing students aren’t getting 
short-changed by the text. By 
editing ‘‘The Inquiring Reader’”’ 
we fit the material available 
to the students we have now, 
which eliminates prejudices in 
other anthologies.’’ 

“The Inquiring Reader’’ con- 
tains student essays besides the 
works of published authors. Ac- 
cording to Sullens, some student 
stories are good contemporary 
writing. 

Sullens, who is an ex-Navy 
Wave, has a grant for editing 
the works of Robert Mannyno 
of Brunne (1303 -1338), which will 
be a Midde-English collection, 
Sullens contends, ‘‘There has 
never been a composite edition 
with a decent introduction of 
his work. The problem is finding 
a publisher willing to look ahead 
and involve himself.’’ 


Leon Fletcher 


Leon Fletcher, speech instruc- 
tor, has authored a text for 
speech courses entitled ‘How 
to Design and Deliver aSpeech.’’ 
The book, published by Chandler 
Publishing Company, has been 
on the market for two months. 
Fletcher has been teaching pub- 
lic speaking for 19 years. He 
is the author of two company 
training books--formanagement 
speakers of Standard Oil of Cal- 
ifornia and United Phone Com- 
pany of Ohio. Fletcher also 
produced two series of educa- 
tional TV programs for CBS, 
and has 168 writing and consult- 
ing credits to his name, with 
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articles in Sea, TV Guide, 
Writer’s Digest and Educational 
Digest. 7 

Fletcher wrote ‘‘How to Design 
and Deliver a Speech’’ while on 
sabbatical for five months in 
Hawaii. Dick Bibler, cartoonist 
of “Little Man on Campus,”’ 
drew the cartoons for Fletcher’s 
book, 

Charles Smith, who is in the 
Department of Speech Communi- 
cation at Syracuse University 
and reviewed Fletcher’s book 


for Chandler Publishing 60%, 

complimented the book by 
Saying, “It is a solidly con- 
ceived work which contains all 
the essentials, and it is the 
best programmed text I have 
seen. Fletcher’s slangy style 
(wow!) makes him come alive 
‘aS a teacher and I think it 
will attract far more people than 
the few blue-nosed purists it 
will offend.’’ 

Fletcher stated, ‘‘The book is 
structured to let the student 


work independently, which en- 
ables the teacher to work freely 
with students as _ individuals 
through consultation and evalua - 
tion. I had 18 publishers in- 
terested and 5 bidded on the 
book,”’ 

This summer Fletcher is plan- 
ning to write a prospectus for 
a Speech 110 Dialogue course. 
‘How to Design and Deliver 
a Speech’’ was compiled from 
Fletcher’s notes and _ study 
guides in teaching his speech 
courses.
